The way they have of transi- 
ting freight on tho Fei-ho river is 
by junks. These are very odd 
looking crafts.

The 
way these floats aro propelled is 
by a rope reaching from the mast 
head to the bank of the river; then 
the cm, lies put a harness on them, 
make it fast to the main line, and 
in this way they propel their un- 
couth looking junks.
